This Goverment certainly bad no desire 
whatever to changethe meaning «of Mar- 
quis Rudini’s telegram of March 24, ult. It 
wes @elivered at the State Department by 
Baron Fava in person, writtes in his own 
hand and expressed inthe English lan- 
guage. The folowing is the full text of 
the telegram: 

“Rome, March 24, 

“Italian Minister, Washingtym.—Our 
requests to the Federal Government are 
very simpie, Italian subjects, 
acquitted by American magistrates, bave 
been murdered in prison while under the 
immediate protection of the authorities. 
Our right, therefore, todemand and obtain 
the punishment (he murderers and an in- 
demnity for the victims is unquestionable. 
1 wish to add that public opiaivn in Italy is 
justly impatient, aud if concrete provisions 
are not at once taken, I should find myself 
in the painful necessity of showing promptly 
our dissatisfaction by recalling the minister 
of His Majesty frou a country where be is 
unable to obtain justice,

‘Lhe words underscored are preciseiy those 
which 1 queted in my former note, and 1 am 
directed by the President to express the 
satisfaction of th: J Government with the 
very material qua.‘ication of the demand 
made by Marquis itudint on behaif of the 
Italian government.

Wéiie, there- 
fore, the losses of individual private Span- 
ish subjects are greatly to be regretted, yet 
it is understood that many American citi- 
zens suilered equal losses from the same 
cause aud these private individuals, sub- 
jects of Ller Catholic Majesty, coming vol- 
untarily to reside in the United 
States, have certainly no cause of com- 
plaint if they are protected by the same 
laws and administration of 
law as native-born citizens of this 
country.

Blaine here (uotes from the statutes 

of Leuisiana and continues: 


The Government of the United States 
would feel justified in resting on’ the argu- 
ment and conciusion ot Webster if the mov 
of March 14, 1891, did not in some of its 
characteristics differ from. tue mob of. 
But it is due to entire candor, due 
to this Goverument and due to the govern} 
ment or lt.ly to point out certain differ- 
ences of which the Government of the 
United States is honorably bound ‘to take 
notice. In the case of the riot of 1851 
W ebster asserts that no personal injury was 
offefed to any one; that the poice and 
other legal antborities did all that was pos- 
sible to préserve the peace and arrest the 
rioters; that the mob acted in the heat of 
blood and notin the pursuance of any pre- 
determined pian or purpuse of injury or in- 
Suit; that the mob were composed of irre- 
Sponsib.e persons, the pamnes of none of 
whem are Known tothe Government of the 
United States, nor so far as the Govern- 
mentis informed to its oflicers,resident in 
New Urleans.”’ 

As promptiy as possible, after the lament- 
able occurrence at New Orleans, the I’resi- 
dent directed the Attorney-General to cause 
through his department full inquiry to be 
made into all facts counected therewith and 
sulicited his opinion whether any criminal 
proceedings would lie under the Federal 
laws in the Federal courts against the per- 
sons charged with the kil.ing of Ltalian sub- 


jects. He has not yet received an official 


report. If it be found that a prosecution 
can be maintained under the statutes of the 
United States, the case will be presented to 
the next grand jury according to tue usual 
methuds of criminal administration. 
But if it shall be found, as seems 
probable, that criminal proceedings cap 
only to be taken intue courts of Louisiana, 
the President can in this direction do no 
mere than to urge upon the State officers the 
duty es bringing the oflenders to 
trial. bis was done in his telegram to the 
Governor of Louisiana as early as the 15th 
of March. Lf it shall result that the case can 
be prosecuted only in the State courts of 
Louisiana, and the usual judicial investiga- 
tion and procedure under the criminal jaw 
is not resorted to, it will then be the duty of 
the United States toconsider whether sume 
other form of redress may be asked. 
It is understood that the State grand jury 
is pow investigating the .ffair and while 
it is possibie that the jury may fail to pre- 
sent indictments, the United States cannot 
assume that such will be the case, 
NOT AN INSURER OF LIFE. 

The United States did not by treaty 
with Italy become an insurerof lives or 
the property of Itatian subjects resident 

within our territory. No government is 
apie. however high its civil zation, however 
vigilant its police supervision, however 
severe its criminal code and however prompt 
and inflexibie its criminal administration, 
to secure its Own citizens against vic lence 
promoted by individual malice or by sudden 
popular tumult. A foreign resident must 
be content in such cases to share the same

THE COURTS. 


Trial of the Kaweah Col- 
onists Continued. 


TESTIMONY OF THE DEFENSE. 


Urquides Convicted of Burglary In 
the Second Degree—The Su- 
Ppreme Court-Wife Beater 

in Trouble. 


The case against the Kaweah colonists 
was continued yesterday morning at 10 
o'clock before Judge Koss, The United 
States Attorney recalled B. Freese to prove 
that the trees cut were worth at least $2 
apiece, as alleged, and upon his testimony 
being given he rested. 

Henry C. Villon, defendants’. attorney, 
then moved the Court to instruct the jury to 
find forthe defendants upon the case as 
submitted by the prosecution. After argu- 
ment, thé Court decided that no sufficient 
case in defense had yet been made out 
and without prejddice denied the motion. 
By this time the courtroom was again 
crowded to its full capacity, many well- 
known Los Angeles citizens being present. 

John Zobrist was the first witness called 
by Mr. Dillon. He testified that he was an 
American citizen, a farmer, and bad been a 
resident of ‘luiare county for ten years. 
That in May, 1888, he settled upon section 
10, meaning to make it his home; that it 
was inacvessibie without a read; thut he 
joined with the colonists to codperate in 
building such a road; that at this time he 
posted a notice on the claim and laid the 
foundations of his cabin, surveyed the line 
to bring water ontw it and cleared out a trail 
through the heavy underbrush so as toreach 
it with a packmule; that the next month he 
went to the Land Office at Visalia and asked 
to file on the land, but that the Register re- 
fused to allow him to do so, claiming that 
been suspended by the Commissioner 

This is the vital law point of the case: as 
to whether the Commissioner had any legal 
power to abrogate an act of Congress and 
close the land to entry. The defense claim 
that he has pot; thatif he had, any railroad 
monopoly could by the purchase of any one 
Commissioner close ali the public iands 
from entry and sale, and thus by limiting 
the market make it imoossible fora citizen 
to acquire a home except through purchase 
of lands from them. 

Zobrist further testified that he had finally 
finished his cabin, had set out grape vin 
peas, beans, strawberries, walnut and ch 
nut trees, and bad lived on the claim con- 
tinuously enough to comply with the law. 
That he gave defendant permission and 
instruction toclear off enough timber on 
his claim to make improvements, only 
about 18,000 feet at most, and to use some 
of it for the improvement of adjacent 
homesteads of other partners who had no 
timber on their own claims. 

He further specifically stated that the 
claim had but little timber upon it and was 
chiefly valuable for agricultural purposes. 

Irvin Barnard, who had been subpcenaed 
by the prosecution, was calied by the de- 
fense, 

hie testified that he was in charge of the 
mill; that from July 17 to September 30, 
the dates named, the mill had cut only 15,- 
000 to 18,000 feet altogether; that mnch of 
this was cut from section 3 and very little 
from Zobrist’s section 10; that nearly 15,000 
feet was used torimprovementson Zobrist’s 
claim and for his benefit; that the average 
cut of the mill during this time was less 
than 200 feet perday. That the mill would 
not cut a log larger than tweaty-eight 
inches; that it was an experimental one; 
that it cost only . 

Quite a sensation followed this proof; it 
negatived at once the impression that the 
defendants had been exploiting the forest 
on a large scale for profit as lumber thieves, 

Mr. Barnard fully corroborated Zobrist as 
to the notoriety of bis claim, his improye- 
ments, his good faith and the agricultural 
character at the land, 
BF. W. Bishop and Kauckey, also 
subpoenaed by the prosecution, but whom 
they had not seen prudent to call to the 
stand, were then called by Mr. Dillon. 
rheir testimony corroborated thatof Mr. 
Barnard and Zobrist. 

H, T. Taylor, one of the defendants, was 
the next witness. He corroborated the pre- 
vious witnesses and detailed a conversation 
with Caldweil, wherein he informed him of 
Zobrist’s claim. He was going on to tell 
something that Caldwell had told him 
about “compensation” for something or 
other when a prompt objection from Mr 
Cole barred it out, . 

The next witness was the defendont, 
Burnette G. Haskell. He testified that he 
was a citizen of the United States, age 33, 
occupation, attorney and farmer, resident 
of Kaweah, homestead claimaat outside the 
reservation, was attorney for Zobrist and 
advised his steps. ‘That he knew of the 
attempted filing and actual settlement of 
Zobrist. That he knew the topography of 
the caflion; that aroad was a necessary im- 
provement to every claim; that not a stick 
of the lumber cut on Zobrist’s claim had 
ever been exported and sold, but if any had 
been taken at all it had been taken to build 
on adjacent bona-fide settlers’ claims. He 
introduced in evidence a series of photo- 
graphs showing the topography of the 
country and explained the system of co- 
operation adopted. 

Mr. Cole on cross-examination asked him 
if asa lawyer be knew the land laws.

URQUIDES CONVICTED. 

In Department One yesterday the trial of 
N. Urquides on a charge of burglary was 
completed. At 10:15 o’clock the jury re- 
tired, and late in the afternoon they returned 
a verdict finding the defendant guilty in the 
second degree. The verdict is really a 
peculiar one inasmuch as the defendant 
was accused of stealing hay from a barn in 
the La Ballona district at 2 o’clock in the 
morning. ‘This cannot in any way be con- 
strued as day-light burglary, and it cannot, 
therefore very well be burglary of the sec- 
ond degree. The defendant’s counsel are 
of the opinion that they will be able to 
bave the verdict set aside, and will make a 
motion to this end. 

A WIFE-BEATER. 

James Smith is the latest candidate for 
honors in the police courts. Mr. Smith was 
yesterday arrested on a charge of battery. 
It was preferred by his wife. Smith was 
taken to the city prison, and, as he was un- 
able to give bail, he was locked up. 

Mrs. Smith, the complaining witness, 
had related to the District Attorney the 
story of her husband’s cruel treatment of 
her, and had sworn to the complaint against 
him upon which he was arrested. 

The case will come up in the police court 
today, when Mr. Smith will be given an 
opportunity to explain. 

THE LOTTERY CRUSADE. 

‘The crusade which has been in operation 
for some time past against the venders of 
lottery tickets has had a rather depressing 
effect upon that industry. Nevertheless 
some of the more daring agents of the lottery 
company bave continued to sell tickets by 
means of various shrewd devices concected 
to deceive the officers of the law. ‘The ofli- 
cers have left a close and vigilant watch, 
however, and have nearly ruined the illegal 
business as far as Los Angeles is concerned. 

Yesterday Max Harris, who is the agent 
of the New Orleans octopus, was again ar- 
rested on three charges of selling tickets, 
He was taken to the city prison, where he 
gave bail for his appearance, and was then 
released,

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DR. ELLIS’S DEFENSE. 


General’ Denial of the 
Charges Acainst Him. 


A CLEVER PLEA FOR SYMPATHY. 


He Asks That the Charges Be Dis- 
missed, but the Presbytery 
Fails to See ltthat 
Way. 


The trial of Rey. John W. Eliis before 
the San Franciseo presbytery on charges of 
fraud, deception, falseuood and misappro- 
priation of funds of the Presbyterian 
Tabernacle at San francisco, was resumed’ 
Menday, when the prosecution rested, and 
Dr. Eilis commenced his defense. The 
reverend defendant contented hiwself with 
a denial of the charges, followed by a plea 
for sympathy, after which be asked for the 
dismissal of the Charges. A motion to this 
effect was made by one of the ministers, 
but it failed tu receive a second. Dr. Eliis 
then asked to Bave certain specifications 
Stricken out, butin the face of the very 
convincing evidence, the presbytery was 
unwilling to do this, aud an adjournment 
was taken to Monday... The following de- 
tailed account of the proceedings is taken 
from the Examiner: 

MONDAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 
It was expected that Rev. Jonu W. Ellis, 
the divine on trial before the presbytery. of 
San Francisco, charged with fraud, decep- 
tion, falsehood and misappropriation of 
funds of the Central Presbyterian cuurch, 
wouid open his defense at 2 o'clock yester- 
duy afieruoop, consequence quite a 
number of the fairsex put in an appear- 
ance, and during the session took occasion 
Lo show that their syinpathies were entirely 
With the aceuged wiiliister. 
‘Lhe testimony ot Gcorge T. Gray, one of 
the firm which laid the sidewalk about the 
Central Chureh, was read. Mr. Gray testi- 
fied that he bad reldered a bill for #275 for 
the sidewalk, but was not sure that a Dbiil 
for €525, the amount charged by Dr. Ellis iu 
his Statement, had been sent in. There 
was, bowever, $75 hie claimed yet due. 
‘Tbheu Hugh Frazer, who has testified 
nearly every day O! tie trial, was put on by 
the prosecution to correct his testimony ip 
several WIDOr particulars, 
_The defendant protested warmly, Dr. 
Kerr, the chief prosecutor, said that Mr. 
Frazer had the right to go over his already 
Sigued testimony aud correct any mistakes 
he may have made. 
“Yes, he’s made so many of them,” re- 


j marked Dr. Ellis, sarcastically. 


Dr. Kerr, the prosecutor, testified that the 
defendant had “admitted “to the Judicial 
Committee that he had to use some of the 
loan of $5800 and ail of the $200 contributed 
by a stranger to the church for his own per- 
sonal living. 

With this the prosecution rested. 

Dr. Ellis, in opening for himself, first 
flayed the prosecution for permitting testi- 
mony that he had judgments pending 
against him in oiler parts of the State to be 
admitted. ‘lhis brought Dr. Easton, who 
gave the testimony, to bis feet. 

“May I ask a question?” he said. 

“Tl am not bere to answer,” returned Dr. 
Ellis. “Lhave waited long aud patiently 
fur this hour, and now [ want to go on,” - 
“Well, Il only wanted to say that Dr. E!- 
lis brought the matter out himself.” 

The defendant glanced reprvuachfully at 
his brother in the chureh and continued. 
He explained how he was forced to take up 
temporai affairs ip Los Angeles, and 
claimed thatdespite all losses his property 
there was worth duuble what he owed. ‘The 
great danger, he said, wasin permitting a 
minister to enter into the temporal affairs ot 
hischurch, It was a@ rock on which the 
church itself might be split. His explanation 
of the work he bad done for God! 
and the church in the past ten years 
was listened to quietly, and once or twice 
there was a muriuur of applause. 

He had fouud Central church in a 
wretched condition and he had striven to 
lift it ought of the siough of debt into 
which it bad been plunged. 

The prosecuwr objected, claiming that 
Dr. Ellis’ statement was in the nature of 
testimony. Quite a fight ensued. it was 
ended by Dr. Chapman, who remarked 
quietly: 

“For a week past Dr. Ellis has been held 
before the world in the public press. Let 
us be kind and just. Let him have his way. 
It is our auty.”’ 

' A burst of applause greeted this char- 
itable speech, and Vr. Ellis continued. He 
claimed that he had followed his methods 
aud had only iacked time to place the 
church on a sound toundation. 

“DL expected assistance from other, stron- 
ger and wealtlicr churcves,”’ he said, but 
soon found that I could not expect it in 
the presbytery of San Francisco. I took 
big risks, but paced my faith in God.” 

He then denicd each and every charge 
placed against him. While admiiting using 
the money he claimed there was uo criwi- 
nal intent. ; 

in conclusion be~briefly referred to the 
terribie charges «cainst him aud made a 
touching appeal fur justice iu the name of 
Christ. Ouce or twice his voice faitered, 
but he finished strongly. 

Several of the iavdies wept during the de- 
fense. 

No testimony was presented, the trial be-. 
ing adjourned unti! Wednesday morning. 

ELLIS’S PLEA FOR SYMPATIIY. 

In its account of the proctedings, the 
Chronicle gives the following account of 
Dr. Elljis’s remarks, from which it will be 
seen that the doctor freely drew on his 
imagination to supply any deficiences in 
the facts: 

“His (Dr. Ellis’s) address madea strong 
impression upon Members of his eon- 
gregation woo present, and his re- 
marks were twice appl.uded. As he re- 
viewed his life in the ministry, his untiring 
efforts and unusu2! Success in Winning pros- 
rity for religious communities in which 
~ labored, aud fivaily his appeal for justice 
after years of taiiuiul service ip the cause 
of his faith, many ladies were visibly af- 
fected. 
“The reverend gentleman rebuked the 
prosecution for the introduction of matter 
f reign to its province of investigation. He 
traced his financial record in the State to 
prove that it has always beeu 
honorable abd worthy of the highest 
commendation, which it has re- 
ceived in many quarters, He declared 
that he had the unvalified sympathy of the 
people of Chico wiih whom he labored as 
pastor. He declared that his property in Los 
Angeles is worth twice the amount of the 
debt upon it; that the company which holds 
awmortgage upon it has bought all judg- 
ments against bim and charged toew to him, 
and that noact of his life has been one of 
intentional fraud. While in Los Angeles 
he built up a large avd prosperous church, 
bandled with care and discretion large suis 
of money, and ret.red with the esteem and 
good will of his peupie, 

“A year ago he tuok charge of the Cen- 
tral Tabernacie in this city.

A JOURNALISTIC MILLENNIUM, 


The Sacramento Record-Union has 
been moralizing on the’ Ethics of West- 
ern Journalism.”’ This is what our 
contemporary has to say on the sub- 
ject of **scoops:”’ 

It is the purpose now, however, to con- 
sider but one objectionable and humiliating 
phase of western newspaper cusioms, and 
but little known upon the Atlantic Coast 
among first-class journals. Itis the undue 
impertance given to what, for lack of a 
better term, isstyled “the scoop.” Thought- 
ful people cannot but notice that aiong 
the entire slope trom the British to 
the Mexican line there obtains 
among newspapers the absurd = and 
deiusive idea that the chief purpose 
of publication is precedence and ‘*scoop- 
ing,’ and thet whatever one journal se- 
cures by its enterprisé, its good fortune or 
the exercise of its wits, its business rivals 
must iguore or belittie. ‘To such an extent 
has the insane idea of precedence run, that 
“news” articles are manufactured out of 
the whole cloth of fiction, and tie public ’ 
trust in much newspaper statement conse- 
quently shaken, 

Visiting journalists from the East com- 
ment upon these senseless performances and 
comment thereon to our discredit. At the 
East, say in New York city, no one of the 
leading papers considers it ip the slighest 
degree confession of defeat or incapacity to 
refer to the achievements of a contempo- 
rary, or the forwarding of a scheme by il, or 
the prior publication of areport. ‘To take 
news from a contemporary’s special and 


menting it with such additional news as in 
historical order comes on. On this Coast 
the system is toa great extent to change 
the date and ignore the credit. 

When the New York Tribune inaugu- 
rated its open-air fund, its rivals, the 
Times, Worid, Post and Express, not only 
did not hesitate to announce ee encourage 
it, but fairly struggled in gefferous rivairy 
to publish the news of its progress. Itis a 
common thing to find Boston,. Philadeiphia 
and New York papers taking each other’s 
reports and crediting them, or find them re- 
ferring to them with credit. It is an every- 
day occurrence to find these journals takin 
up the record made by a contempurary | 
adding to it their own subsequently gained 
information. More common still is it to find 
them commending and approving each 
other. Apparently eastern journalism pro- 
ceeds upon the theory that no one paper 
has exciusive title to news sources of sup- 
ply except such as it legitimately controls; 
that it is not at all discreditable to credit or 
to quote from rivais news obtained by them, 
norin the common purpose of reporting 
public affairs is it deemed discreditable to 
be second, since notall can be first. Nor 
does this sentiment in any respect limit en- 
terprise or lessen energy. 

Here on the Pacific unhealthy rivalry run 
to the extreme has all the force of a news- 
paper rule that the journal is to ignore and 
deny the news capacity of its contempo- 
raries. Who, for instance, would not expe- 
rience surprise to find one San Francisco 
journal referring to another’s news as 
authentic, or an evening paper giving due 
credit to amorning journal, or a morning 
paper appropriating with honest credit the 
results of the energy of an evening journal, 
Who expects either of these to admit the 
existence of the other, save when bitter 
criticism confesses it. 


A Daniel has come to judgment! 
From benceforth, we expect to see the 
California (journalistic) lion lie down 
with the newspaper lamb. Editorial 
notices of the ‘journalistic enterprise 
displayed by our esteemed contempo- 
rary In securing the details of the tin 
wedding of our genial, whole-souled 
fellow citizen Mr. Snooks,in advance 
of allits contemporaries” are pow in 
order. Hallelujah! The millennium is 
at band. 


As to the matter of the expense of 
entertainiug the President while in 
this city, it need not be great, yet the 
affair should be: fittingly and hand- 
somely conducted. The City Council 
has the legal authority to make an ap- 
propriation for this object, and we are 
satisfied that public sentiment would 
uphold that body in such action.

IS CALIFORNIA LAND TOO HIG 
IN PRICE, 


In an interview recently had bya 
San Francisco Bulletin reporter with 
President Huntington of the Southern 
Pacific Company, occursthe following 
passage: 

W hat about immigration matters? I talk 
California toevery one I see. ‘There are 
other things besides the expense of cetting 
here that operate against the increase of 
our population. Landistoo high all over 
the State—entirely too high. There are 
lots.of men who would come here, but they 
figure that after they get here they will 
have only money énough to buy about 
an acre of land. pin the Northwest you 
can get land at from $2.50 to $% an acre. 
Qur railroad land we always sell cheap, be- 
cause we know the value of population. 
People don’t understand the productive 


| value of the land here and the reason wost 


of itis held so high. It should be lower. 
itis much like the case of the old fellow 
who was offered the earth for 25 cents, but 
as he had not a quarter he wanted to know 
why it Was held so high. 


We are sorry to note that Mr. Hun- 
tington has fallen into an error which 
is very common inthe Hast. Sucha 
statement as this, coming from one 
who occupies an exalted position in 
California, is calculated todo much 
barm, and to undo much good which 
the immigration agencies of the State 
are industriously seeking to accom- 
plish. If California land is held at too 
higha price all over the State, it is 
evidently absurd for us to continue to 
expend time, labor and money in ad- 
vertising our resources and inviting 
immigration. But is it too high? 
We have, for many years, been deny- 
ing the statement. and we see no rea- 
son to change our opinion. 

It is, in fact, tiresome ‘work to con- 
tinually refute an erroneous impression 
which calmly pops up again as soon 
as it is supposed to be disposed of. 

What is the value of land? Is it 
not a multiplication of the net profit 
which it will yield? Judged by this 
standard, is it fair to compare the 
lands of California, which yield net 
returns, in fruits and vegetables, of 
from $50 to $500 acre, with those of the 
Northwest or elsewhere, which pay 


from $8 to $20 in grain? 


All we ask of those who contemplate 
purchasing land in California is that 
they carefully examine the conditions 
which prevail here. If, after doing so, 
they are not convinced that an acre in 


California will yield from three to ten 
times as much profit as the average 


acre in any of{her State ig the Union, 


we shall then be perfectly content to 
let them go elsewhere. 


Ir is reported from Washington that

Stanford’s coquetting with the « Far- 
mers’ Alliance has .only a passing in- | 


terest for politicians at the capital. A 
good many farmers who were hard up 
wrote to the California millionaire 
telling him his 2 per cent farm mort- 
gage bill was the panacea the country 
most needed, and Stanford at once 
concluded the Farmers’ Alliance 
would support him for President.

I am an eastern 
man and your article coincides with 
ae of the situation entirely. 

hbisisa glorious country and pos- 
sesses acclimate that cannot be sur- 
passed. It has every attraction for 
the tourist and the invalid, but very 
little to attract the skilled mechanic 
and man of small means. 

I would like to vail your attention to 
one industry that, started on a firm 
basis and intelligently managed, would 
undoubtedly pay in this community, 
and one that would bring into our 
midst a good class of wage-workers. I 
refer to shoe manufacturing. 1 have 
been in a number of our fine shoe 
stores in Los Angeles and vicinity, and 
in every case noticed upon their shelves 
the product of large eastern factories 
whose names are familiar to me—nota- 
bly those from Philadelphia, Boston, 
Newark, N. J., Rochester, N. Y., 
Brockton and Rockland, Mass., an 
other large shoe towns in New 
England. The writer is not a prac- 
tical shoe man, but is in a kindred 
branch of the trade and in a position 
to know some facts in regard to the 
business. California produces a large 
number of hides and tans large quan- 
tities of that will 
compare favorably with anything pro- 
duced by eastern tanners, and today 
there are being made large shipments 
of this California-tanned sole-leatber 
to Chicago, Boston, New York and 
other large jleather markets in the 
East, only to be sold to the large shoe 
manufacturers and by them in many 
cases, no doubt, shipped rignt back 
again in the soles of shoes to be worn 
out on California soil. True there are 
shoes manufactured in and about San 
Francisco, but comparatively few of 
them find their way to this section of 
the country. The trade is held mostly 
by eastern manufacturers. 

There is undoubtedly a good field in 
Southern California and adjacent 
States for an industry of this kind. It 
would probably require an eastern 
With advanced ideas—one who 
has been brought up in the business in 
one of the great shoe towns in the East 
—to manage the affair, one thoroughly 
posted in every detail of the business; 
but a man of this kind eould easily be 
found if the right inducements were 
offered. 

Let some of our monied men thin 
over this matter—determine to what 
extent they are willingto go in en- 
couraging and fostering an enterprise 
of this kind. Once established, with 
solid backing, and prepared to buy 
their leather low forthe money and 
take advantage of discounts, the thing, 
it seems to me, would be bound to pay.

THE WEST'S WANTS,

The Views of the Farmers’ Alliance 
Vigorously Presented, 


But Offset by a Boston Man’s Plea for 
the Gold Standard, 


Senator Stewart Embracesthe Op- 
portunity to Make an Argu- 
ment for Free Silver-Many 
Topics Discussed. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Kansas Ciry, April 15.—| By the As- 
sociated Press.} A full representation 
of Western States iu the Commerciai 
Congress was present this morning 
when President Francis called the sec- 
ond day’s session to order. The sub- 
ject under discussion was the ‘‘Gen- 
eral business and agricultural depres- 
sion, the causes and remedy.’”’ F. J. 
Skiff of Denver read a paper on ‘*Popnu- 
lation and raw material.’’ 

He said population and raw material 
in one section must have 4 trading 
treaty with the population anc raw 
material of some other section of the 
country. Hence arose the significance 
of commercial reciprocity between the 
States of the South andthe States and 
Territories of the West. Production 
and accumulation of a surplus were the 
controlling powerin commerce. So long 
as man lives in isolated communities, 
each laboring to supply only its own. 
necessities, there could be no com- 
merce. All that portion of the United 
States lying west of the Mississippi 
River is greater than half the conti- 
nent, not only in its resources of 
wealth, but its capabilities of main- 
taining the population. Within this 
area were contained two-thirds of the 
natural resources of the Union. It 
was also capable of maintaining a pop- 
ulation proportionate to its area. One 
would not question the ability of the 
Western or Southern States to support 
as large a number of people to the 
square mile as now live in Pennsylva- 
nia, with 114.5 persons tothe square 
mile. All in al, figures confirm the 
truth of the statement often made that 
the United States in its area and ma- 
terial resources is capable of maintain- 
ing 500,000,000 people. 

Dr. Parsous stated that he was di- 
rected by the Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to represent that 
Department at thiscongress. He spoke 
of the causes of depression in the agri- 
cultural industry. One was the loss of 
foreign markets to the farmer, because 
diseased cattle would not be bought. 
The way to regain the market was to 
eradicate the disease. Dr. Parsons ex- 
plained what the Department is doing 
in the way of quarantine and inspec- 
tion to stamp out disease among live 


stock. 

U. 8. Hall, president of the Missouri 
Alliance, was the next. 
speaker. ‘The greatest cause of the 
present depréssion, he said, was parti- 
san politics. The last national cam- 
paign was fought on the line of 
economic questions. Other causes of 
the depression were bigh protective 
tariff, decreased volume of money and 
the raising of freight and passenger 
rates to pay dividends on watered 
stock. The remedies were low tarifl, 
increase inthe volume of currency and 
regulation of railroads so they could 
pay dividends only on the actual capi- 
tal invested. 

Recess was taken until 2 o’clock. 

A VARIETY OF OPINIGNS, . 
After recess the guests of the con- 
gress were invited to make addresses. 
Ex-Gov. George W. Glick of Kansas 
said the subject of the greatest interest 
to the western farmer was the great 
agricultural depression. The greatest 
cause of this depression was insuf_i- 
cient markets. The remedy was a 
wider field for the disposition of the 
farmers’ surplus. Blaine’s reciprocity 
schemes and Secretary Rusk’s efforts 
in extending the markets for live stock 
were partial remedies for the present 
depression. 

Speaker Elder of the Kansas House 
of Representatives said those who had 
an imperfect knowledge of the situa- 
tion were accustomed to lay the blame 
upon the farmer, but there were other 
conditions and they were nearer the 
root of the evil. One was the imper- 
fect operation of the law of supply 
and demand, which in turn 
was caused by mercenary consoli- 
dation of capital by unscrupu- 
lous persons. Such combinations 
were trusts, and they were the octopus 
that fastened in its grasp the farmer, 
who, while the most numerous of ai! 
industrial classes, was at the same 
time the most helpless and of all men 
the most miserable. He was flanked 
by speculative boards of trade and 
bucketshops. which forced false values 
upon the people. Another cause of 
the depression was a too contracted 
market. The farmers wanted a wider 
field. They wanted reciprocity. Re- 
ciprocity was a good thing, and they 
wanted all they could getofit. An- 
otner way of relieving the situation 
was by increasing the volume of 
money. Still another way was a com- 
bination of farmers against opposing 
combinations. The farmers are now 
trying the latter method. 

AN ANTI-SILVER VIEW. 

Alengthy paper by Edward Atkin- 

son of Boston was read. He said in 


part: 

There is no question pending on which 
the future welfare of the people of the 
country may so muchdepend as upon the 
legislative treatment of the money ques- 
tion. Whatwe need in order to assure 
stability ia ourown monetary systein to. 
maintain the unit of value on the gold ba- 
sis and to give elasticity to the circulating 
medium, are three acts as follows: 

First—Providing for the free coinage of 

dollars of goid or silver, or a just measure 
that bullion of either kind shali be brought 
to the mints to be converted into coin, 
provided that such act is accompanied by 
another. 
' Second—To repeal all dcts for legal ten- 
der by the force of which farmers, mechan- 
ics, laborers or creditors may be compelled 
to accept payments in silver or gold at the 
option of the debtor. 

Tbird— ‘Ihe repeal of the acts relating to 
banking which prevent the issue of notes 
ayabie in coin on demand, st such times 
and in such broportions as the business of 
the country may require. ‘ 

Mr. Atkinson further said:

LETTER FROM SENATOR STEWART. 

Senator Stewart, in a letter regret- 
ting his absence, says he is in full 
sympathy with the Western States 
commercial congress, and realizes the 
necessity for united action of the West 
and South to resist the absorbing ava- 
rice of gold contractors of the commer- 
cial centers of Europe and the United 
States. It was admitted that enter- 
prise Must languish, business be cur- 
tailed, and progress and development 
stayed by an adherence to gold mono- 
metalism. But such was the  pol- 
icy dictated to our Government by 
the money changers. Silver had been 
demonetized, and there has been no 
material increase in the volume of 
gold coin in the commercial world. 
The output of gold had been absorbed 
for non-monetary purposes. Popula- 
tion, business and credit had expanded 
enormously, while gold for ultimate 
redemption had remained stationary 
or declined. An oligarchy of gold 
mono-metalists either owned or con- 
trolled by the bonds they had every 
dollar of gold coined. 6 advocated 
that the people break the corner by 
thé restoration of silver to its proper 
place as mqney,and thus free them- 
selves from the hard conditions im- 
posed upon them. All finan- 
cial laws enacted by Congress 
for the last twenty-five years had been 
direct subsidies so the money powers. 
How long, he asked, would the pro- 
rent of wealth permit such legisla- 

on 

The roll of States was then called 
for thé introduction of resolutions 
which were referred to the Committee 
on Resolutions and among which was 
one declaring that part of the revenue 
necessary for the support of the Na- 
tional Government should be raised 
from a graded income tax; 
‘that no advantage was to be gained 
by the people from a system of 
reciprocity as at present prepared but

The Rodent Punisirves a Physician for 
Experimenting on Its Body.

The 
doctor, thinking the rat would pop out 
of the top of the chimney, rajy out on 
the street to see it, but no rat appeared, 

That night as he was asleep he was 
awakened by a sharp pain in his finger, 
and opening his eyes he saw a rat, which 
proved to be the one which had escaped 
from him the previous evening, scamper 
off the bed and up the chimney again. 
He examined his finger and found it

He washed and bound up the wound 
and went to sleep, only to be again 
awakened by the same rat biting his 
nose. He chased it away, but he got 
little sleep that night, for the rat kept 
returning, and when he attempted to 
kill it the wily little creature always 
successfully took refuge in the chimney. 

The next night, and for several nights 
afterward, the rat disturbed his rest by 
its persistent and bloodthirsty attacks. 
Dr. Richie couldn't hetp butube curious- 
ly interested in the little fellow’s wel- 
fare, even though his experience was 
rather unpleasant. 

Finally he stopped up the chimney, 
but the rat managed to get out. He 
then left the door of his room open, 
thinking the rat would seize the chance 
to leave the premises.

Seed Wheat Four Thousand Years Old 
Has the wheat found in the catacombs 
of Egypt ever been known to germinate? 
A great many cases are known in 
which the catacombs or “mumm 
wheat” has sprouted and produced its 
kind. The first experiment was made 
by the famous Wilkinson about 1840, 
» who planted a number of grains taken 
from a tomb believed to be nearly 4,000 
years old. The grains germinated, the 
stools producing from fifteen to twenty 
stalks. The ears were of remarkable 
size, some of them exceeding six inches 
in length. 

The quality of the wheat produced 
was about equal to that known at pres- 
ent as Egyptian. The extreme dryness 
of the Egyptian climate no doubt con- 
tributed to the preservation of vitality 
in the grains, but even with this favor- 
ing circumstance the immense length 
of time during which the grains retained 
their germinating power renders the cir- 
cumstance very remarkable.—St. Louis 
Globe-Demecrat.

THE PRESIDENT’S VISIT. 


Another Meeting of the Gen- 
eral Committee. 


THE FINAL DETAILS ARRANGED. 


Col. H.C. Corbin Selectedas Grand 
Marshal—Gov. Markham to 
Welcome the President— 

The Finances. 


A meeting of the general committee who 
have in charge the reception to be given 
President Harrison and party when he 
reaches Los Angeles, met iast eyening at 
the Mayor’s office in the City Hall, The 
committee was convened in the large room 
leading tothe Mayor’s private office. 

The attendance was quite large, about 
fifty of the most prominent citizens being 
present. 

At 8 p.m. Gen. E. P. Johnson called the 
committee to order. | 

Mayor Henry T. Hezard, the chairman, 
was absent on account of sickness. Gen. 
Johnson named Gen. A. McV. McCook for 
chairman. 

Gen. McCook was unanimously chosen to 
act, Owing to the fact that he was to meet 
the President at Ei Paso, he declined the 
honor. He named Gen. Johnson for chair- 
man, and that gentleman was chosen to act. 

After some preliminaries the committee 
then proceeded to business. 

Maj. Gard stated that a meeting at which 
all the Grand Army ofthe Republic posts 
in this city were represented had been held 
and it had been decided to invite ail of the 
posts of the county to participate in the 
President’s reception. 

E. H. Lamme moved that this tender of 
assistance in the reception be accepted, and 
that the Grand Army posts of the county be 
invited to assist. The motion prevailed. 

Gen, Johnson announced that the next 
order of business would be the selection of 
of a grand marshal. i. 

Col. H. G. Otis named Col. 4. 6. Corbin 
for the post. Hethought the selection of 
Col. Corbin would be wise, as be was spe- 
cially fitted by teaching and experience to 
officiate in the capacity of grand marshal. 

Moj. W. C. Furrey seconded the nomina- 
tion of Col. Corbin. 

Gen. McCook also indorsed the selection 
of Col. Colbin as a good one. 

Maj. A. W. Barrett suggested the appoint- 
ment of a committee of three to wait on Col. 
Corbin and ascertain if he would serve. 

Co}. Otis thought that it would be a good 
idea for the general committee to indorse 
the selection of Col, Corbin. Then a com- 
mittee of three could wait upon the gentle- 
man, and with the indorsement of the gen- 
eral committee Col. Corbin would not 
decline the honor, he thougnt. 

Cel. Otis’s suggestion was adopted and 
Col. Corbin was unanimously chosen as 
grand marshal. 

A committee of three was appointed to 
wait upon Col. Corbin and inform him of 
the action taken, asfollows: E. H. Lamme, 
mer George E. Gara and Maj. W. C. Furrey. 

H. Z. Osborne stated that Gov. Markham 
would arrive here on Tuesday, the 21st, en- 
route to the State line to meet the President. 
As this would be the first visit of the Gov- 
ernor to his bome since his inauguration he 
thought that he should be welcomed in some 


ay. 

‘Lhis idea met with general approval and 
it was decided that the General Committee 
of ‘Iwo Hundred should meet Gov. Mark- 
ham and bis party at the depot on ‘Tuesday 
afternoon at2p.m. They will arrive from 
the north in a special train and remain 
three hours, 

L. N. Breed suggested thata meeting of 
the Executive Committee be held at once 
and select a chairman to act while Mayor 
Liazard was ill. 

Thencame a suggestion as to the amount 
f funds that woul 
mated that from $1200 to $1500 would be 
needed. 

H. Z. Osborne stated that the ladies of 
the Fiower Festival Society were willing to 
donate their services in Gecorating the pa- 
vilion if all-expepnses would be paid for ma- 
terial used. r. Osborne thought tha: 
£1500 would be needed for ail of the ex- 
pensés of the reception, 

T. A. Lewis said that Presidents did not 
come to Soutbern California often, and he 
was in favor of assessing each member ef 
the general committee $5. In this way $1000 
could be raised. 

This idea did not meet with general favor. 
Maj. Gard thought that the matter of funds 
should be left to the Executive Committee, 
and then if there was a deficiency it could 
be made up by the general committee. 

W. H. Workman said that there was a 
special provision in the charter which per- 
mitted the Council to appropriate money on 
an occasion of this kind. He thought the 
Council wouid, and it certainly could, appro- 
priate $1000 for the expense of the Presi- 
dent’s reception. 

Councilman McGarry said that as a loyal, 
true lrish-American citizen, he was in favor 
of making an expenditure of $1000 on the 

artof the city, toreceive the head of the 

‘ation. He was sure the Council would 
make the appropriation, and he pledged 
bimself to work to accomplish that end. 

Mr. Workman moved that the geuveral 
committee gpm the Council to appropri- 
ate $1000 for the reception. ‘The motion was 
adopted. 

At the suggestion of Col. Otis, the whole 
matter was then reterred to the Executive 
Committee with instructions that the com- 
mittee as a body go before the Council next 
Monday morning and petition for the ap- 
propriation. 

Ontmotion of H. Newmark business houses 
were requested to suspend business on the 
afternoon of the 22nd inst. 

Councilman McGarry stated that in his 
opivion the most beautiful feature of the re- 
ception would be the line of school children. 
who would strew flowers in the President’s 
pathway as he passed down the line in a 
carriage. 

Gen. McCook said that the idea of giving 
the children an opportunity to see the Pres- 
ident was a good apd a grand one. He sug- 
gested that they‘be placed in a line along 
Spripg street, the boys on the right. and the 
girls on the left-hand side. The President 
could drive down the line, and as he passed 
every boy and girl could see him, and every

Oyster Lyc Disease. 


“The oyster shuckers’ eye disease” is 
the title given by the professional staf 
of the Presbyterian Eye and Ear hos- 
pital to a trouble affecting a large num- 
ber of their patients at this season of 
the year. It is believed that the pecul- 
iar kind of ulceration of the eyeball 
which is known by this title is caused 
by the juice of the oyster touching the 
cornea of an eye which has previously 
been slightly injured. The doctors say 


‘they can tell exactly when the oyster 


season is at hand by the appearance of 
patients with this complaint within 
twenty-four hours after the opening of 
the packing establishments, and they 
claim that this complaint disappears 
promptly with the close of the oyster 
season. 

shuckers come to the institution 
complaining that they have had their 
eyes hurt by achip of the oyster shell, 
but the ulcer is entirely different to the 
physician’s eye “to that caused by an 
abrasion from anything else, such as a 
nail, chip of marble or rovk, a pin, or 
even aclean shell. A mere look at the 
ulcerated cornea suffices to determine 
that the patient is an oyster shucker. 

The disease yields casily to treatment, 
and very frequently the patient is so far 
relieved of pain as to be able to return 
to his work within twenty-four hours. 
What is called the sterilizing treatment 
is applied to the sufferers. It consists of 
applying cocaine to the eye until all sen- 
sibility has been lost, and then carefully 
touching the ulcer on the cornea with a 
platinum wire heated to whiteness by a 
galvanic current.—Baltimore American. 


Youthful Suicide Mania. 

The Hospital, commenting upon the 
enicide mania among schoolboys in 
Vienna, which it attributes to the sense- 
less mania for over-intellectual culture, 
says: “In these days the tyranny of 
learning is driving the world to mad- 
ness. Professors of all sorts have got the 
upper hand, and their supremacy threat- 
ens to be fatal to the rest of the world: 
Here is an opportunity for medicine. If 
doctors wére large minded and capable 
men like Shakespeare and Bacon they 
would see the truth and assert . their 
scientific authority. But what are they 
doing? Nothing at all to guide the 
world in the matter! They are the 
worst offenders of all in the way of in- 
flicting upon young men unlimited intel- 
lectual’ tasks, the doing of which is of 
no practical service toanybody. Sleep- 
lessness, nervousness, mania in every 
form are upon us, and nothing is done. 
The whole medical world itself is in fall 
ery striving who shall be first to put 
salt on the tail of the tubercle bacillus. 
It is as if all the forces of the empire 
should be sent to arrest a lunatic at 
Wick while a foreign army was in pos-

A 
most thorough inspection of the books 
shows that between March 1, 1890, and 
March 1, 1891, the road has lost nearly 
$12,000, or an average of about $1000 a 
month.

THE RAILROADS. 


Another Suburban Dummy 
Road to Be Reyived. 


TERMINAL ROAD PROSPECTS. 


Fights for Right-of-Way-—The Belt 
Electric Road — Passenger 
Agent Changes—General 
Notes. 


The promoters of the Los Angeles Termi- 
nal railroad bave their plans laid on a more 
ambitious scale than the general public has 
any idea of. Messts; Kerens, Chandler and 
others, who are backing the enterprise, are 
losing no time while they are sojourning in 
this region, and their visit will, most likely, 
result in some important developments. 
Attempts to divert public attention by a dis- 
tant transcontiaental scheme will scarcely 
succeed in covering their movements nearer 
home. The Terminal people have designs 
on several minor and unsuccessful railroads 
hereabout, which, acquired and added toa 
system planged to control all available ter- 
minal pointS in Southern California, will 
serve a useful purpose. The capitalists 
bave looked at several pieces of railroad 
property which, having had unprofitable 
experiences, can be bought on reasonable 
terms. ‘Lhe San Gabriel Valley Kapid 
‘Transit road has already been mentioned as 
a possible acquisition, and now rumor has 
it that the Los Angeles and Pacitic read, 
built to connect this city with Santa Monica, 
but abandoned so long that it is now 
scarcely more than a streak of rust anda 
mortgage, will change hands and be revived. 
Otber little roads, operated, abandoned and 
projected, are likely to be included in this 
system until all important towns, seaports 
and resorts wiil be reached by the lines, 
When all this is done any new transconti- 
nental line that will venture hither from 
Salt Lake City, by way of ’Frisco, or down 
the Colorado Cation, can find terminal facil- 
lies commanding everything worth bavipg 
this section, 

TERMINAL CONDEMNATIONS. 

‘The ‘Terminal Railroad Company will 
have several condemnafion suits to go 
through before the right-of-way is all se- 
cured between Los Angeles and Long 
Beach. One of these cases will come up in 
court next week, to settle a dispute overa 
piece of right-ol-way near the city along 
the bank of the river. Llu this case the rail- 
road people ciaim that the levee to be 
formed for the roadbed wi'l be a protection 
to the abutting lands, but the property own- 
er contends that bis property extends to the 
middie of the river, and consequently the 
construction of the road on the projected 
line would bisect his ranch, He will prob- 
ably notadmit the assertion of the railroad 
people that the proposed levee would act- 
ually reclaim no less than five acres tor him, 
and the courts will be required to adjust 
the differences. 

THE CAHUENGA VALLEY DEAL. 

It was learned last evening that Witmer 
Brothers & Company have leased to S. 
Thompson and W. H. Burbank, fora term 
of ten years, the Cahuenga Valley railroad 
formerly run by McLaughlin. ‘Tuls road, 
which was buiitto connect West Temple 
street with Hollywood has not been oper- 
ated for some thine, but will atonce be re- 
paired and be made a first-cidss dummy line 
connecting this city with delightful Holly- 
wood. ‘lhe road, which is about six miles 
long, Willat once be put in order by the 
lessees, Who bave also acquired the rolling 
stock and equipment, aud within a month 
a regular passenger train service wiil be 
inaugurated, Rumor hasit that the road 
will be extended westward to Laurel Cajon, 
aud be made a most popular suburban line, 

THE BELT ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 

Construction work on the Belt Electric 
Railway is being pushed vigorously. It is 
learned from Superintendt Barrett that the 
work now in progress involves a weekly 
expense of fully $6000, and of course there 
must be some advancement to show for 
this. Track-laying is being rushed on 
Second street and the curves are being put 
in position at the intersection of Second 
nid Spring streets. Itis confidently hoped 
to have the line completed within the 
specitied time, . 

A GENERAL SHAKE-UP. 

Several changes in passenger service at 
San Francisco are expected. Following 
the announcement of the appointment of 
Malone Joyce as traveling passenger agent 
of the Union Pacitic in Los Angeles, suc- 
ceeding John Clark, resigned, as related in 
this paper yesterday, it is rumored that 


Barnes of the Rock Isiand at San 
Franiseco will soon leave’ ser- 
vice of that road to accept the 


general agency of the Union Pacific at 
Omaha. Michael H, Brown will resign 
trom the Atiantic and Pacific on May 1, 
and atthe same time Sam Vao Praag will 
again enter the employ of the Erie.

HIGH LICENSE A'FALLACY. 


Subject of Mrs. Hoffman's Lecture 
st Evening. 

Mrs. Clara Hoffman, the temperance lec- 
turer, again spoke atthe First Methodist 
Church, on Broadway, last evening, taking 
for her subject “High Licenses Fallacy.” 

We have been many years, said the lec- 
turer, experimenting with the jiguor traflic. 
It has not aiways been licensed or taxed. 
Some of us can remember when liquor was 
suid in almost every store justas groceries 
are sold, free of license or regulation. But 
it was productive of greatharm, It created 
disturbance of the peace, disorder in fam- 
ilies, an@ WaS putunder bonds, and has 
been long a subject of constant experiment, 
of fast and louse pulicy. License low and 
high has been adopted, but has utterly 
faved to affurd relief, 

‘The policy pursued is like that of mop- 
ping up the over-rupning water of an open 
taucet in piace of turning off the tap. Kexg- 
ulation laws Lave long been in fashion, but 
hizh license has ouly been tried abouta 
dozen years, it has been the policy in Ne- 
braska about tem years. It was carried 
there a8 a grand scheme, indorsed for a time 
by such men a8 Hardy and Juobn Bb. Finch, 
and lias caused a contortion of the mural 
seuse aud judgment of the people because 
of the muney it puts in the treasury, . 

‘The Nebraska iicense fee is $100u in cities 
of the first, second and third class, in 
other places it must be #500 a year, and may 
be as wuch more as the authorities desire in 
ingurporated towus, Howhas it worked? 
No ciaim is ever made by fair minded peo- 
ple in Nebraska that it has at all reduced 
the numberof saioons or of arrests due to 
drink, But they say the money it yields 
helps totake Care of the eviis caused by 
drink. 

I went to the police authorities in Omaha 
last September abd asked for the tacts. 
‘lhe @ity had- a population of 110,000 then 
and 245 salvons, ten beer gardens, ten dance 
halls, nineteen so-called lodging-houses—all 
these paying a $1000 retail iicense fee. The 
chief of police said these saloons increased 
in number and the other places named were 
fur worse than Salvons; there were no 
means untried there to debauch men and 
Wwolmed, 

‘lhey do not license brothels there, but 
tax individuals therein. ‘Tue chief was very 
careful to use the word “tax.” ‘There were 
229 the past six months who paid every 
month * tax and $3 costs. Housekeepers 
paid $13 tax and $3 costs. Houses of as- 
signation $42 tax and $3 costs. 

ln Omaha there are many Christian men 
uphoiding this system because of the polit- 
ical parties that do these things. ‘There is 
a Mrs. G. W. Clark in Omaha who is super- 
intendent of the “Uper J)vor,” a refuge to 
reciaim fallen women. I shall not apolo- 
fur relating facts. In all these taxed 
places scores of young women are ruined 
and cast outto die. Inthe last year from 
two hundred to three hundred lost girls were 
received into this home, and seventy-six 
illegitimate childrep ber ere of mothers 
under 16 years of age. 

But our local option law was declared 
unconstitutional on account of some tech- 
nical trifle While it lasted we had 
eighty-three electious and carried sixty-one 
of them anti-saloon. 

lilinois has a #5v0 license and Minnesota 
#1000, Minneapojis and St. Paul have a 
patrol limit unaer which saloons must be 
kept among the residences of the pvor only. 
‘The grand jury of Minneapolis recently de- 
clared high license had not restricted the 
traflic nor its evils. | 

Not one town has lessened the number of 
saloons or their evil effects by high license, 

One of the mysteries to me is how church 
members can support parties which license 
sin, May God give us men who have con- 
sciences in such a time asthis. 1 never 
attack the saloon-keeper wheod bis principal 
is present. Heisas good as the man who 
licenses him or the voter who elects the 
licenser. 

I should almost despair of success, but I 
know “‘wroug builds a tottering threne aud 
Christ shall reign tomorrow.” 

Mrs. Hoffman will lecture this evening at 
the same piace. 


The Historical Society. 

Adolph Sutro bas given the Historical 
Society a photo-lithograpbic copy of a letter 
of Father Junipere Serra, dated at Monte- 
rey, September 3, 1779; also another from 
Father Serra dated at Monterey, October 7, 
1779; also one of letter written by Admiral 
Sebastian Bizcayn, (so it is signed here but 
commonly printed Viscaino), dated at Mon- 
terey, December 28, 1602. In his letter 
to the secretary Mr. Sutro says: “All these 
are found at the Archivos de Indies at 
Seville. . . . While in Spain I had an 
especial authority from the King to ex- 
amine documents in the archives in Seville, 
and started in to do so, butas I did not 
have a competent person to attend to itgave 
it up, but hope some day to renew this work.” 

The society will publish translations of 
these rare letters. The society is making 
arrangements tocelebrate the ninetieth an- 
niversary of the birth of Don Pio Pico, 
which will occur on May 5 next. Gen, 
McCook, commanding the Department of 
Arizona, has issued an order that the old 
abandoned iron cannon in the viciuity of 
the Courthouse and other places in the
